Pruning of Peach trees is an Important matter. At 
planting time cut back all branches to within 1-Inch 
from the main stem. This produces a new, dense 
crown. As soon as the new branches are about 16 
inches long, cut them back to 1 ft. length. During 
the following years give fast growing peach trees a 
summer pruning early In July, cutting off Just the 
very ends of all new branches.

Apricots should always be planted In pairs for best pollenizing at blooming time. For 
that purpose the trees may stand 100 to 200 feet apart without affecting cross pollenizing. 
They make satisfactory lawn and ornamental trees due to their nice foliage and freedom 
from insects. Plant the trees about 2 Inches deeper than grown in the nursery, any soil 
satisfactory. Prune branches back to about one-half their length. The tower branches

PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


All shade trees should be planted from 2 to 
4 inches deeper than grown before in the 
nursery, depending on the sizes you plant. 
The ends of. all roots should be cut smooth 
just before planting. Use only topsoil with- 
out fertilizer to fill in around the roots. 
Water heavy at planting time, and for the 
first. summer the soil around the tree can 
be kept an inch or so lower, in order to 
apply water at intervals of 10 days during 
dry weather When vou water a young 
shade tree, soak the soil up thoroughly. 


The top branches of a newly planted tree 
can be cut back. On all Softwood trees, 
such as Elms, Soft Maple and Poplars, cut 
the limbs hack to 6 inches from the main 
stem. On hardwood trees little pruning is 
necessary, except to shape up the crown to 
be well balanced, or to remove a_ broken 
branch.
